“ In a twelve-acre field of can­ 
taloupes where I put out poison 
wheat about two 
weeks 
before 
planting, the mice destroyed only 
two hills,” says Amos McMullin, 
who lives about 3 miles east of 
Morley. “ I had to replant a field 
of melons where I did not use the 
poison wheat to kill the mice.” 
Other farmers of Scott County re­ 
planted melons because they did 
not kill the mice before planting, 
according to County 
Agent 
Len 
Lane. 
Cucumber beetles 
also 
enjoy 
cantaloupe and melon vines; they 
d( not enjoy poison: 
Keep 
the 
vines covered with poison 
from 
the time they break through the 
ground, is the advice offered by 
County Agent Lane. Calcium ar­ 
senate mixed about one part to 
five parts of lime or cheap flour 
or talc; lead arsenate mixed about 
one to seven with the carriers; a 
commercial aluminum poison, all 
are effective when put on as a 
dust. These poisons w ill control 
practically all leaf eating insects.

W ith modern high speed films, the j 
fast lens is not as necessary as i t :

shutter, ■ 
with speeds of 1/300.

1/500 second, will always 
be

necessity of you specialize in this 
type of picture taking. 
On the other hand, if you just 
take action shots now and then, 
and don’t have a camera with an

high-speed 
shutter, 
there are certain tricks you can 
use . . . and these w ill often help 
you get sharp action pictures, even 
though you are handicapped by a 
slow shutter.

Social insurance is a device for 
the protection of 
workers 
and 
their families against the risks of j 
modern industrial society. S o c ia l' 
insurance is by no means the only 
device for such protection 
there 
are other systems, sucii as Public 
Work 
Projects or Public Welfare 
Program ', which are also neces­ 
sary. 
Social insurance, however, 
has a flexibility and a wide use 
which in gcnei d gives it greater 
scope than any other single device. 
One ( ! the risks about 
which 
this country is becoming acutely 
eonsciou 
is that of dependent old 
age. 
Old age has become a major 
social problem only 
within the 
last two decades, and it is as yet 
still in the early steps of develop­ 
ment. 
During the next four de­ 
cades we may expect this problem 
to become persistently more ag­ 
gravated until a point 
may 
be 
reached at which it might be the 
most important 
social 
problem 
facing this country. 
Three distinct programs 
have 
been proposed as suitable meth­ 
ods for dealing with this problem. 
These are, first, public assistance 
based upon need; second, uniform 
pensions upon attainment 
of 
a 
given age; and, third, old age in­ 
surance based upon the contribu­ 
tions of workers and their employ­ 
ers. 
Old age insurance is 
designed 
prim arily for wage earners 
and 
their families, although it can be 
(and has been in 
some 
foreign 
countries) extended 
to 
include 
practically the entire aged popu­ 
lation. 
The most significant as­ 
pect of the insurance device is the

principle,

the elTect of linking together in 
the individual’s mind

makes 
each participant in 
the

conscious of these two vital 
as­ 
pects, and in my opinion 
it 
is, 
therefore, the 
soundest 
method 
upon which to build an old age 
program. 
I am confident that the 
old age insurance program is the 
one which w ill survive as the most 
important system of dealing with 
the problem in this country in the 
future, even though 1 
recognize 
that supplementary old age 
as­ 
sistance may also be 
necessary 
for special 
eases 
and 
circum­ 
stances. 


Another major risk for 
which 
social insurance is a useful device 
is unemployment. 
There are now 
in operation in this country fifty- 
one state and territorial systems 
of 
unemployment 
compensation 
linked together in the 
Federal- 
State Program which is embodied 
in the Social Security Act. 
The theory of 
unemployment 
compensation is that it should be 
payable for a limited 
time 
and 
only if the worker cannot obtain 
work. 
The prim ary effect, there­ 
fore, is to aid him to obtain such 
work, since under normal circum ­ 
stances full wages are preferable 
to compensation benefits. 
For this 
purpose there exists a public em­ 
ployment service, state administ­ 
ered but nationwide in scope. This 
service is designed to bring 
to­ 
gether workers and jobs so that 
benefits w ill need to be paid 
in 
only a limited number of cases or 
for short periods of time. 
W ith respect ot the risks of sick­ 
ness and accident, social insur­ 
ance has as yet not been widely 
applied. 
W e do have workmen’s 
compensation for industrial acci­ 
dent 
This program is 
strictly 
on a state basis. 
In some states it 
has been extended to include cer­ 
tain kinds of occupational diseases 
but we are still far, however, from 
having provided adequate insur­ 
ance against this type of risk. 
With respect to the risks of siek- 
iceident and illness there is as yet 
nothing more than the faint be­ 
ginning ot voluntary systems 
ot 
insurance. 
There has been in re­ 
cent years a widespread growth 
of hospital insurance, with sys­ 
tems which now have several m il­ 
lio n participants. 
There has been 
some slight development ot vol­ 
untary insurance to provide tor 
medical care by 
physicians 
and 
m a c s 
This movement is still 
. • i iew that it is difficult to fore- 
« ■ t at this time the nature and 
extent ot 
ib eventual 
develop­ 
ment 
Social in: urance is essentially a 
conservative political 
instrument 
and net a radical one. 
The mod­ 
ern industrial world is 
probably 
becoming more and more unstable, 
in many countries ol the world 
today the population 
has 
been 
swept toward fascism, 
commun­ 
ism, totalitarianism, 
and 
other 
highly regulated system for pro­ 
viding security. 
In other words 
these systems represent one type 
ol approach to the 
problem 
ot 
security, 
an 
approach 
which 
makes the economic system more 
rigid. 
Social insurance is 
the 
exact 
opposite of these programs. 
Its 
objective is to provide protection 
lor the individual and his family 
while leaving the economic sys­ 
tem free to fluctuate as it may, 
There is ground for thinking that 
instability and change are essen­ 
tial to continued progress 
and 
that a high degree ol instability 
may be inherent in our modern 


economic world. 
If we can pr )- 
vide personal security to the indi­ 
vidual, this may be all 
that 
is 
necessary. 
Having provided pro­ 
tection and seeunty for the popu­ 
lation by means of 
a 
compre­ 
hensive insurance system we may 
be able to let economic fluctua­ 
tions work themselves out without 
interference. 
Social 
insurance 
may in time turn out to 
be 
the 
most conserving and 
sustaining 
force in present day society.

If a bellboy in a

su rp risin g if as m any as half a 
dozen m en responded to his call. 
T he bellboy w ould need to prefix 
his call w ith a first nam e, and pos­ 
sibly w ith a m iddle initial, to find 
t|ie right m an to whom to deliver 
th e message. 
Now, ju st im agine if a 
giant 
bellboy’s voice th at could be heard 
sim ultaneously 
throughout 
the 
country w ere to page a “Mr. Re­ 
frig e rato r”.

Another major risk for

social insurance is a useful device 
is unemployment. 
There are now 
in operation in this country fifty- 
one state and territorial systems 
of 
unemployment 
compensation 
linked together in the 
Federal- 
State Program which is embodied 
in the Social Security Act. 
The theory of 
unemployment 
compensation is that it should be 
payable for a limited 
time 
and 
only if the worker cannot obtain 
work. 
The primary efToct, there­ 
fore, is to aid him to obtain such 
work, since under normal circum­ 
stances full wages are preferable 
to compensation benefits. For this 
purpose there exists a public em­ 
ployment service, state administ­ 
ered but nationwide in scope. This

instability and change are essen­

that a high degree of instability 
may be inherent in our modern 


economic world 
If we can pr >- 
vide personal security to the indi­ 
vidual, this may be all

Having provided pro­ 
tection and security for the popu 
lation by means of

compre­ 
hensive insurance system we may 
be able to let economic fluctua­ 
tions work themselves out without 
interference.
